^ioi« signed by 29 supervisors. 


The petition asks lor the special 


meeting to decide whether "opera- 
tion.-of all ordinances and resolu- 
tions heretofore enacted for the 
construction of a new courthouse be 
deferred and postponed, and that a 
referendum be submitted to the 
voters for their approval or disap- 
proval of the same, relative to the 
construction of a courthouse, which 
decision of the people shall be the 
decision of the board." 


The board at its November meet- 


ing by a vote of 29 to 24 decided to 
build a new $525,000 courthouse 
through a $385,000 bond issue with 
the addition of $140,000 in the court- 
house trust fund. The proposal met 
with opposition headed by Super- 
visor John Bottensek, Dale. 
He 


stated at that time that he would 
favor a referendum. 


Following the board's action to 


build, a building committee was 
named by the board. The commit- 
tee met recently and made arrange- 
ments to meet Dec. 25 with archi- 
tects to discuss plans. It was said to- 
day that the meeting would be held 
as scheduled.

Allies' Trade Offensive in 


Balkans May Keep Important 
Supplies Away From Germany 


BY DEWITT MACKENZIE 


New Y«rk—&)—Word, that" the 


Anglo-French allies are expected to 
inaugurate a heavy trade offensive 
against Germany in the 
fruitful 


Balkans is big news. 


It means that the allies, having 


cut Herr Hitler off from most of his 
sea-borne supplies witn the block- 
ade, now propose to Inaugurate a 
land blockade, throwing across his 
south-eastern front a barrier which 
will deprive him of still more ne- 
cessities—in this instance chiefly 
food. 


The hunger-war, which beat Ger- 


many in the world conflict, becomes 
more grim with each passing day. 
The suiking of merchant shipping 
piles up as Germany lashes out in 
an effort not only to break the Brit- 
ish hold, but to deprive England 
herself of supplies. 


It is the intensity of this attack 


and counter-attack on vital necessi- 
ties which has made Europe too 
small to hold its own war, so that 
battle has over-run its boundaries 
into the waters of the Americas, to 
the embarrassment of the United 
States and other countries of this 
lemisphere. 


Logical Campaign 


Since the allies are depending 


largely on empty store-houses and 
cupboards in Germany to 
bring 


ihem victory, their projected move 
in the Balkans is logical. The sur- 
prising thing is that they have wait- 
ed until this late date before start- 
ing a really aggressive Trade war. 


Until comparatively recently the 
allies let Hitler have things pretty 
much his own way in the Balkans. 
3e had established a fairly air-tight 
Germany was taking an average of 
some 50 per cent or more of the 
great food production of this area, 
and the Balkan states had no al- 
ternative markets. They begged the 
allies to turn to and purchase from 
them, but though the Anglo-French 
>air intervened to some extent, the 
Balkans got little help. 
. The result was that Hitler piled 
up a very considerable reserve in \ 
foodstuffs and war supplies. 
Had 


he allies got busy sooner on the 
eastern economic front, they would 


] 


have saved themselves a deal of 
trouble. - 


Mut Have Similes 
With his western gateway to all 
intents closed by the naval blockade, 
the nazi leader has been straining 
every nerve to extract the last pos- 
sible ounce of ' supplies from the 
Balkans. 


Maintenance of the flow of neces- 
sities through his eastern frontiers 
ie essential to victory—unless he can 
smash that iron barrier in the ocean 
to his west. 


Herr Hitler's main difficulty in 


the economic field is that he has 
virtually no cash, but must depend 
on barter for,- his ideals. That is, 
you take my manufactured wares 
in exchange for your wheat and 
meat. . 


Until recently the largely unwill- 


ing Balkans have accepted this sort 
of trade—even allowing unwanted 
goods like 
mouth-organs to be 
thrust upon them—because forsooth 
they had to, there being no alter- 
native markets of any consequence, 
as already remarked. 


Blow to-Hitler 


Lately, however, England and 
France have been offering gold for 
the Balkan products, in an effort to 
take (he supplies away from Ger- 
many. Naturally, 
the 
result has1- 


been that the reich has lost heavily. 
Now the allies propose to cut the 
nazis off altogether. 


First blood in this economic war- 


fare, ho%vever, would seem to have 
gone to the fuehrer. Last night, al- 
ter months of negotiation, the Ger- 
mans signed a highly-important 
trade -agreement 
with Rumania. 


The Rumanians had been balking 
at the nazi terms, and only yester- 
day London was rubbing its hands 
over a reported collapse of the ne- 
gotiations. 


The thing that hurts the allies 


most here is that Germany gets ac- 
cess to more oil, which is badly 
needed for prosecution of the war. 
The reich has been getting only 80,- 
000 tons of 
oil monthly recently 


from Rumania, and this amount is 
to be increased to 190,000 tons on 
terms slightly favorable to nazidom. 


Rumania finally has given in, not

mean that the 303 millions of mortgage 
bonds stand up. Substantial parts of these 
must be turned into stock. And we have 
just seen what happens sometimes to 
stock. Other millions of these bonds are 
put upon an "if and when" basis as to 
the payment of interest, signifying little 
confidence in the expectation that the 
interest may be paid regularly and giving 
the company a chance to bow itself out 
without default if it cannot earn the 
funds.

May Cut Tariff Rates 


Under the trade agreement pro- 


gram and accompanying laws, the 
President is authorized to cut tariff 
rates as much as 50 per cent in or- 
der to win corresponding conces- 
sions in other countries for our ex- 
ports The cuts have ranged from a 
trifling two or three per cent to the 
full 50 per cent limit 


On the 
$518,000,000 worth 
of i 


goods affected by the agreements, 
the total duty under the old rates 
was $291,000,000. Trade agreement 
concessions reduced this to $179,- 
000,000, a cut of more than one 
third 


The above figures indicate that 


the a\erage of the old tariff on the 
one-third of goods affected by the 
trade agreements was 56 per cent. 
These old rates for the most part 
were set by the Smoot-Hawley act 
The trade agreements act, coming 
in 1934, four years later, has cut this 
tariff rate down to 34 per cent av- 
erage. 


Of course these are blanket aver- 


ages. The individual cuts range up 
and down from that 
Here is a 


sample Agricultural items affected 
by the trade agreements act paid an 
average of 30 per cent under the 
old rates, and have been cut to 18 
per cent under the new That is a 
cut of 12 points, or about 40 per 
cent. 


Not all these cuts were made in 


any one trade agreement In each 
agreement special reductions were 
made to obtain desired concessions 
from the other party. However, 
each reduction, when made to one 
nation became automatically effec- 
tive with three dozen or more other 
nations with which the United 
States is on "most favored nation" 
terms That term simply means that 
we will give other, nations as good 
terms ^as we give any one nation, 
provided these other nations do as 
well for us. 


Barriers Go Down 


Germany is the principal nation 


which does not come in under this 
bracket with us. So the broad pic- 
ture is that our tariff barriers have 
been sharply cut, but by agreement 
one at a tune •with the bulk of our 
foreign customers they will give us 
reciprocal benefits in trade with 
them. 


What has happened -in the five 


years since the trade 
agreement 


program was enacted is that the 
country has been given something 
akin to an old time Democratic tar- 
iff act Farmers and others have 
protested from time to time.

Water the plants more 
often,

which will soak up moisture from 
the soil in a remarkably short 
time.

of bother. 


Drafts are as harmful to plants 


as to humans, and plants will not 
so easily survive them when once 
affected. If they must be kept in 
an airy window situation, accus- 
tom them to it gradually, as you 
would the seedlings you start in- 
doors in the springs. As a. general 
rule, flowering plants are more ef- 
fected by drafts than vine or other 
green plants. 


Few pests or 
diseases should 


bother, which a light and easily 
accomplished dusting will not take 
care of. Sulphur is the remedy for 
mildew, and other dusting powd- 
ers can be obtained to get rid of 
mealybug or other pests in short 
order and with one application.

steam turbines instead of the old- 
style steam engines. 
When such 


a vessel is being made ready for 
service, it sometimes happens that 
a giant "rotor" is lowered into it 
by way of the smokestack!

The Jasper Pickett 
collection, 


which is 70 years old, was purchased 
tor the Oshkosh museum by Mrs. 
Leander Choate, wife of the pioneer 
lumberman.'It is given additional 
color >by virtue of Picketf s 'activity 
in the old "underground railroad" 
of Civil war days. 


Included in-this group are thou- 


sands of perfect Indian arrowheads 
and stone hatchets. A rare riolite 
stone "spud," an implement used in 
mixing meal, is the largest ever 
found in. Wisconsin. It was unearth- 
ed near Hush lake. Other high spots 
of the collection 
are ceremonial 


stones shaped like birds, coats and 
banners, and a* wide variety of cop- 
per knives, needles and awls. 


The Mitchell collection dates back 


to 1880 and includes the Indian lore 
of Green Lake, Fond du Lac, Mar- 
quette and Winnebago counties. It 
was "brought to Oshkosh from a log 
cabin in Mitchell's Glen in Green 
Lake county. Its original owner, 
Stephen D. Mitchel, was one of the 
state's earliest archaeologists."

The Bruegger collection is the

Agriculture department officials, 
it was learned, wanted to tie in the 
operations of the $5,000,000,000 agen- 
cy more directly with their general 
objectives, including those of soil 
conservation. 


It is expected that the FCA hence- 


forth will provide a measure of su- 
pervision and give advice on farm 
operations to its borrowers. 


A conflict between agriculture de- 


partment and FCA heads reached a 
climax yesterday with the resigna- 
tion of F. F. HUl as governor of the 
credit agency. President Roosevelt 
appointed Dr. A. G. Black, head of 
the agricultural department's mar- 
keting and regulatory work, to suc- 
ceed Hill. 


The change of 
administrators 


probably will have repercussions in 
congress, for farm organizations as 
well as legislators have been argu- 
ing over farm lending methods. 


Hill said in a matement that the 


issue was whether the FCA should 
be continued "as an autonomous 
federal agency supervising cooper- 
ative credit facilities in the farm 
field or be asborbcd and become an 
integral part of a large department 
of government responsible for the 
administration of a great many, oth- 
er farm programs." 


Wallace said in a statement that 


the change was necessary in order 
"to integrate the policies of the 
FCA and those of the department of 
agriculture to the general policy of 
the government of the 
United 


States in respect to all agricultural 
problems."
